Ever be fure you weigh well the Fortitudes and Debilities of your Sig- 
nificators , as how they are effentially and accidentally dignified ( which 
you are fufficiently taught in the eight Chapter of the Second Treatife ) how 
located in the Figure of the Heavens, and how Afpected benevolently or ma- 
levolently by the Fortunes or Infortunes , and fo judge according to the Na- 
ture of the Planet afficting or aflifting your Significator , good or bad , as 
the fignification and nature of the Afpect, Planet, Sign and Houfe wherein 
‘aie denotes , and the fignification of the Planet to which he transfers his 
light. : : 
: Do not conclude Saturn and CWars alwayes Malevolents and Infor- 
tunes, and Pupiter and Venus ever Fortunes and Denoters of good ; for 
as it may happen, they may be ( contrary to this general and fimple opini- 
on) Fortunes and Infortunes as they may be pofited in Houfes, and be Sig- 
nificators;-as you have beenalready fhewn in the firft Chapter of the firft Section 
of our Introduction to Elections. | c 

As for example, in the S#ns ingrefs into Aries, I have Libra afcend-- 
ing, or Aguaries or Capricorn, and Saturn located therein ; I muft not hereby, 
becaufe Saturn is Naturally evil, judge the condition and flate of the People 
fignified by the Afcendent to be evil and unfortunate this year, but contrary- 
wife (other teftimonies concurring ) they will be in ‘a moit profperous and gal-' 
lant condition. 

For you muft know a Planet in his own houfe is ftrong and. advantagi- 
ous, according to the old Proverb , The Devil’ ws good. to his own Children : - 
and fo contrarywife fupiter in my Figure at the ingrefs is in detriment and 
afflited , and Significator or Planet from whence I am to inquire of ferti- 
lity, and in Square or Oppofition of other Significators, which alfo concur 
to the fame fignification ; muft I from hence becaufe 7upiter, who for the 
moft part is good, and in his own natural inclination free from mifchief, af-_ 
firm. or conclude the year to be fruitful! and free from any want or pe- 
nury ? No, but ‘becaufe he is the Significator this year of this matter, and 
in detriment, retrograde , in his fall, afflicted, impotent and weak, I judge the’ 
clean contrary. 

For I am to judge according to his fignification and ability at that time, 
not according to his natural fignification; for otherwife we fhould make moft ma- 
nifeft contradictions , and confound our felves both in judgement and reafon, to 
make Saturn aud Adurs the only Workers of iniquity ; for we fee clearly all 
the evils in the World are not of the Nature of thefe two, which would of ne- 
ceffity follow, were this admitted; but fome are Jovial, fome Venereal, anda 
third fort Mercurial, others participating of the Nature of the Sw and again of 
the (Moon, 3

But to clear this point yet more fully ,- (for I would not have the ingeni- 
ous thus mifled in fo grofs an errour) admit fupiter or Venus bear chief Rule 
of the eighth houfe , which you know hath fignification of death and morta- 
lity; and J finde by feveral confequences and reafons in nature the Heavens do 
incline to fuch mifchief: fhall I barely becaufe one of thefe rules that Houfe 
conclude contrary to all found reafon and manifeft teftimonies, the year will 
be rather healthfull >? Believe it, I fhallrefufe thus to do, for every Planet mutt 
perform that whereunto it is ordained ; Venws is now to denote death, as being Lady 
of the eighth , and therefore in fuch years I ought thus to judge. | 

Yet thus much I fhall follow her nature, as to fay there fhall be much mortality 
or death amongtt the People by reafon of voluptoufnefs, or Venery and fuch like, 
becaufe fhe hath naturally fuch fignification: In like manner if fupiter be Lord 
of the eighth, and mortality that year denoted , I fhall. ( notwithftanding, he 
bears rule in that part of the Heavens) thus judge as hath been faid, az. death 
and mortality, but the nature thereof I fhall take from: his natural fignificati- 


.on , as by corruption of Blood, Feavers andthe like, I fhall fay ischis mortality to 


be occafioned, &c. : 

‘In the next place you are to have a fpecial care to be well inftructed in the na- 
ture of every Planet and Houfe ; wherefore be thou fure to have the exact 
knowledge of the fecond Treatife it being Introductory, before thon adven- 
tureft thus far, leaft thou be difcouraged from ever attaining to the perfecti- 
on of this ftudy, which I amcertain thou wilt never do, if thou b@eft not there- 
in very perfec; wherefore let the firit eight Chapters thereof be perufed over and 
over,and then proceed. 

Judge not uponevery light teftimony, but according to Reafon and Art do thou 
order thy matter ; for the more affurances and teftimonies you have on any mat- 


_ ter and concurrences in caufes , the more affirmatively may you deliver your con- 


clufions. 

Fear God, ftudy Nature, follow the Rules of Art, be knowing therein, and 
be ignorant in the vanities of the courfe of the World, and thou fhalt come neareft 
unto Truth, and infinitely augment thy knowledge. 

In your judgement of the Swus ingrefs, joyn alfo in confideration with it, the fig- 


nifications of Eclipfes, great Conjunctions, Comets and Blazing-ftars ,. if there be: 


any either preceding or coming after it; for be affured thefe things never happen but 
before fome notable change and alteration in the World. 

Remember that aire to the Debility and ftrength of your Significator 
you are to judge of the condition of any perfon, the people , or thing whatfo- 
ever thereby fignified , and you have attained to a great help : but now leaft 
you fhould be ftill to feek inthe true underftanding of the Significators ne- 
ceffary in this manner of Judgement , I fhall (notwithftanding what hath been 
delivered in the Introduction or Second Book of thefe our labours) here beneath 
clearly demonftrate them uato thee.

Asif it be fignificator of the King or chief Rulers, it denotes much trouble and ay Hanet in

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detriment unto their perfons , and great fear of unthroning of them; likewifeif it be 
fignificator of the People (and fo of any other) or if the Lord of the year be thus af 
fircted , fay the condition of the People fhall be very fad and grievous , and much 
trouble and mifchief thal! be to their Cities and Towns; and this fhall more affuredly 
be , if your fignificator be then in the terms of the Infortunes , andthe unfortunate 
Planet afflicted alfo and indifpofed, for then fhall the mifchief and trouble be the 
more grievous and troublefome: So alfo if your fignificator bein the terms of a 
fortune, if he be ill-affeted, weak and in the Houfes of the Malevolents; but if he 
be free , the evil will be the lefs; efpecially if he be in his own Houfe or Exaltation ; 
or triplicity, effentially well dignified. 4 
Now as touching the fignifications of the impedition of the Lord of the tenth 
in any annual Revolution; and then Jet us proceed tothe rules of the Ancients 
in judging the true ftate and condition of the Common-People in any Region, by 
any Revolution of the year , over and above what hath been already faid, for the 
better illuftration thereof, that fo the Student may be the becter able to retain 
and underftand the rules of Art, as alfoto judge of thefe matters. the more ac- 
curately. 

You have heard that the fign of the tenth Houfe in any annual Revolution, to- 
gether with the Lord thereof, hath fignification of Kings and chief Rulerss the 
which if it be combuft in any of the Angles , it fignifieth deftruction to the King or 
chief Rulers during that Revoiutions effects. 1 

As if it be inthe Afcendent , and the ss be Lord thereof, you mayfrom hence 
conclude (if other teftimonies concurr ) that the Common People of Subjects will 
rife up againft their Superior or Governers, and kill him or them or depofe them, or 
at leaft srievoufly moleft and afflict them, according to the power and ftrength of 
the fignificators; for if AZars do then afflict him by Conjunétion or afpect , and be 
either Lord of the eighth orfifth , or thereinlocated, death is the more to be feared ; 
but if Saturn be then in afpect or Conjunétion with the Lord of the tenth, it is likely 
fome Saturnian difeafe or evil will afi his perfon if he be not Lord of the afores 
faid Houfes, and’bear dominion either by effential dignity or bodily prefence in the 
fixth , or elfe fome other misfortune will befal him according to the nature of Sau 
turn and the place and fign of Heaven wherein he is located. | Bo} 

If the Combuttion fall out fo as to be in the feventh or fourth Houfes of Heayen , 
Judge the mifchief to be according to the fignification of thefe Houfes, as you

ff any of the aforefaid places or fignificators fall in the placeiof any Eclipfe or 

teat Conjuuttion , judge the mifchief threatned to happen according to the fignifi- 
€ation of the Eclipfe or Planets {0 in Conjunttion; warily judging according to the 
nature of the Houfes’ wherein they are in the Scheme of the Eclipfe or Conjunétioz , 
and the fignificationof their own nature, andthe nature of the Houfes which they 
rule and are Yocated. in at the time of the Kings Coronation or Election; This 
you fhall ‘more fully underftand in the delivering therules of this Art touching the 
Judgement of Eclipfes and sreat\Conjunétions at the fatter end of this Treatife.

ffand unqueftionable ; a little experience and obfervation will foon manifeft unto 
thee the truth hereof; for touching the juft time when any fuch accident fhall 
happen;

Wherefore let it-fuffice to know by the inclinations of thofe Glorious Bodies the 
alterations and durabilities of fublunary things, without enquiring how or when it 
will be performed ; .if thou findeft at the beginning of any Government or State 
the Angles of Heaven fixed, the Lords thereof well difpofed, efpecially of the Afcen- 
dent and mid-heaven , and free from the malevolent prefence and Configurations of 
the Infortunes ; and effentially dignified and afpected by the adjuvant Planets, thou 
mayft from hence conclude the firmnefs and permanency of the Rule or Government 
then fetup; butif thou findeft thefe places and fignificators contrariwife afflicted , 
moveable and weak, judge the contrary thereunto. |

allto any good Learning or Education; and to be fhort, he fignifies the clean con- 
trary to what you have but now heard.

Tn like manner if the Zoom be well placed, and be A/mutex, and effentially ftrong, 
as hath been faid , the year fhall be feafonable, fortunate and fertile , and the People 
during that Revolution happy , fuccefsful and in a profperous and fortunate con- 
dition, and fhall be preferved from death, flaughters and ficknefs: Alfo if the be ill- 
affected and impedited , much damage and mifchief fhall happen unto the People , 
the year fhall beunfeafonable, deftructive, fickly and unfruitful or fearce, by diftil- 
ling unfeafonably rain and dew when no need is thereof, and withholding of it when 
it is requifite and thirfted after by the earth. |

And. if fill thon art.to feek for the Lord of the year, have regard unto the fe- 
venth houfe, after the fame manner thon haft to thefe; andthento the fourth, af- 
ter thaéto the eleventh, fifth, ninth and third ;. firft confidering the Lord of the 
{ign uponthe cufp of thé houfe, then the Planet therein exalted, afterwards the Lu- 
minaries, the Lord of, the term then, ,and laftly the Lord of the Triplicity, &c, and 
fome of the Ancients alfo have had regard to the Lord of the face ; but both that,as 
alfo all the reft,- Ido not much efteem,yet mayeft thou, if thou pleafett follow them, 
wherefore I would not totally omit them ; for by thefe Rules you fee there is no Pla- 


set to be admitted Lord of the year , but fich as are direct and free from Impex

People always fuccefsfull, never croffed or trou- 
bled, &c, which we fee repugnant both to reafon and experience ; and therefore the 
Ancients in this matter are no wife, I fay, confented to by me. 

For this is moft certain, that if the Lord of the year be free from Impediment, 
well dignified and afpected,, the year during that Revolution fhall be plentiful, 
temperate and, healthful, and the People ingood condition, fortunate, fuccefsfull, 
and inefteem ; butif the Lord of the year be impedited, afflicted and unfortunate, 
judge the contrary ; efpecially if the 47oox concur in fignification ; for fhe is ftill 
to be confidered, being a general fignificatrix of as well all things fublunary, as men 
and. women. 

What the Lord of the year fignifies in any Revolution, whether good or bad, 
fhalbe manifeited chiefly in thofe Regions and Cities fubject to the fign wherein he is, 
the Quarter of Heaven he is located in, andto the fignification of the Planet who 
is Lord of the year; if the Lord of the year be unfortunated or afflicted in the

If Mercury be Lord of the year, and located in Taurus,he fignifies many fhowers Mercury Locd 
aud plenty of waters,and a deftruction of Corn and the fruits of the earth through di- of the year in 
verfiry and change of ayr, pains and muy in the eyesin the Eaftern a Taurus.

Alfoif he bein Gemini, and be Lord of the year in any Revolution ofthe World; 
he denotes Wars in tho!e parts fubject to the fign,. much fnow, and dammage to the 
fruits of the earth, and plenty of wine. Thisis one of the mad Rules of the Anci- 
ents ; I would fain know why not a plentifull year for every thing elfe as well as wine 
if he be ftrong ; for this is his own houfe ; and if he be weak, how comes’he tobe fo 
fuccefsfull to Vines and nothing elfe 2 they fay alfo-he fignifies peftilencies and death, 
inflammations, {wellings and eruptions ; he denotes-alfo much dew and moift ayr : I 
believe, it fhould be a wholfom good ayr, and health and profperity to the People 
in general; the Antients fay, if /pirer or the Sua behold the Afcendent of the Re- 
volution, Peftilence and Sicknefs will be leflened, and that there will be a diminution 
of thefe evils, and men in the Eaftern partsfhall be itronger and ina better and hap- 
pier condition then before ; itis clear to me all this will happen‘ without their affitt- 
ance, fo Mercury be but free from impedition and the malevolent afpects of the In- 
fortunes when he is located in this fign. Reader, thou maytt follow the Ancients in 
every thingthey fay if thou wilt, and bea Drone for ever ; for’ my part 1 am abfo- 
ope refolved to the contrary’; efpecially in thefe and fuch like whimfies of 
theirs, : | 
If Afercury be Lord of the year in Cancer, ‘he fignifies {laughter and bloodfhed 
in the Weftern parts (I believe it fhould be in the Northweit parts ;‘a little time and 
experience will foon décide the controverfie) fcarcity of provifions and the fruits of 
the earth, mifchief and detriment to Trees and Seeds, many infirmities through 
Rheums, Defluxions and Swellings, and thofe chiefly in the neck, throat,and breit, 
fuch as are Squincies, Kings-evil, Obftructions and ftuffings in the pectorals,through 
thick, grofs, tough Flegme, unnatural Swellings or Hydropical Humours in the legs: 
If he be joyned by.either body or afpect. to A4ars and Venus both together , he de- 
notesthe murthering and flaughtering of great and Noble mea, or perhaps of fuch 
as are rampant in authority in any Nation for which your Revolution is made ; but if 
Venus-and the (Meow be fo joyned to him, judge the contrary. \- : Hin, 

Alfo if he bein Leo, and be Lord of the year, he denotes exceflive and vehement 
hot weatherin Summer; alfo hot and warm winds; alfoif he be beyond the tenth 
houfe, viz. towards the feventh,he fignifies impediment and dammage to thofe parts, 
or to that Quarter of Heaven, viz. Sonthweft, Southweft and by South, and South- 
weft.and by Weft, and a diminution or a fearcity of Provifions'and Fruits, butinot 
an abfolute Famine. If he be inany Configuration of the Fortunes, the evilwill be » 
feffened by fo much asthe adjuvant Planet is in flrength, and the ‘afpecdt in: goodhefs; 
but if beheld by the Infortunes,by fo much the more isthe mifehief increafed by how 
much the worfeisthe afped and power of the malevolent Planet ; ‘he alfo fignifies 
the-death of Lions, Wolves, and fuch beaftsas areravenous. : 

Again, if he bein Virgo, and Lord of the year, there fhall be much rain and plen- 
tyof Corn (and the fruits of the earth too,I may add) and there thaff be many In- 
firmities of the eyes and death in the Southern parts. I fhould truly rather conclude 
(this fign being the houfe wherein he is both exalted; and effentially dignified: by 
houfe) contrary to the precepts of my Predeceffors in this: moft heavenly Science, 
that there will bea pleafant wholfom healthy ayr, and. a diminution of infirmities 
both of the eyes and other parts of the body, comfortable and feafonable fhowers, 

and gufts of winde, and plenty of all manner of fruits and provifions convenient for 
the life of man , unlefs the malicious beams of Saturn or A¢ars prevent it. 

Mercury in Libra and Lord of the year, denotes great and high winds; and if he 
be free from impediment of the Malevolents (faith my own’ Natural Reafon ):the — 
ayr fhalf not be fo troublefom, and the year fhall be pretty plentifull; yet the-Anci- 
ents fay (without any exceptions) ‘there fhall be a diminution of Provittons if he be 
in Libra ;and truly J amef their opinion, if he be then afflicted , otherwife not.

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If Saturn be-etehee-joyned to him in this fign by either Conjunétion or Afpedhe fig- 
nifies men fha!! be troubled with pains and infirmities in the head and belly; (1 know 
no reafon why they might notalfo have fajd in the neck, throat, back and reins) but 
if the Sau do then behold Saturn the malice and mifchief of Saturn is taken away. .

Now although A/ercury at time of the Sux hisingrefs into Aries cannot poflibly 
be in fome of thefe figns (by reafon he is never diftant from the Sun above 28. de- 
srees, as you have heard inthe fixth Chapter of the fecond Treatife of this Work) 
yet'may not any one conclude thefe Rules fuperfluous,and the Antients therein ridi- 
culous, fince as you have heard in the firft Chapter of the firft Section of this very 
Treatife, it often falls out that there are four Schemes to be erected , and fometimes 
two, for the judging of annual affairsinthe World; and therefore it was requifite 
that his fignifications fhould alfo be knownin any fign of the Heayens ; for in thefe 
we fhall otherwife be to feek, &c.

but (inamanner) meerly reiterations, and an inlargement of fuch rules 
as were more briefly delivered before, that the Students in this Art might be 
very well verfed in their rules, and perfected in the reafons and grounds thereof. 
it refteth therefore now we alfo handle the fignifications of the 4Z00n in every one 
of the twelve Celeftial figns when fhe is Lady of the year ; but] muft confefs J am 
almoft tired and wearied out with this kinde of repetition ; wherefore I {hail only in 
lefs bounds,[ yet as largely and plainly as the Ancients for matter of Inftru@ion, jde- 
liver unto you the ground of thefe rules, and fo proceed to the fignitications of the 
Dragons Head and Tail. | 

Know then that the CVcon (as you have heard inthe 5. Chapter of this fecond 
Section) doth denote allthe good that can pofsibly be defiredto the Commons and 
People in general when fhe is Lady of the year and ftrong or well dignified . if the be 
weak, the contrary according to her debility and impediment you are to judge. 

Well then when you fee in your figure the 1s ftrong either effentially or accident- 
ally, look to the Nature of the fignfhe isin, and artificially commixing their Na- 
tures and their ftrength therein, judge thou good to fuch things and places as are by 
her and the fign fhe is in fignified or underitood either naturally or accidentally as 
they are placed in the Heavens, according as you have heard fufficiently before ; if 
fhe be weak, judge the contrary after the fame manner. 

For you muft remember that the 2/0o» in humane figns fhews her events whether 
sood or bad on mankinde, according to the Sex of the fign fhe is in; ifin aéry figns 
in the ayr; in watry, inthe water ; in earthy, inthe earth; in beftialin and upon 
beaits of the nature and quality of the fign ; asif it be 4ries, on‘fheep, (upricorn, 
on Goats; Zaurus, on Bulls, Cows, Oxen and the greater fort of Cattel, and the 
like. % 

Neither oughteft thou to forget to make commixtures according to the nature of 
the Planets in configuration or Comjznétion with her at the time of the Revolution ; 
for upon the true and exact commixtures (which you have been fhewn in the forego- 
ing Planets, and therefore needlefs here again to make repetition) dependeth the. 
whole fecret and key of the Art, and therefore let me here admonith thee once more 
(although J have often already) to be perfect in the nature and temperature of eve- 
ry Planet, every fign, every afpe@, every houfe, every dignity, every Be co a 
ry exaltation, every term, every face, every detriment, every fall, every effential dig- 
nity and debility of every Planet inevery Sign, and then thou hait attained above. 
half the Art, nay three parts and three quarters (being divided into four) and there- 
fore let the fecond Treatife intituled Ax /ntroduttion to the Fudgement of the Start, 
be reid over and over,which will perfect thee in thefe particulars, fo mayft thou bold- 
ly venter uponthefe two other Treatifes, which will then be moft eafily comprehen- 
ded and the greateft myfteries therein quickly attained. 

And thus much fhall fuffice to be faid of the fignifications of the feven Celeftial 
Planets in the 12 figns whenthey are Lords or Ladies of the year; the fame alfo 
fhould ferve for Rules to the judging the Portencies of the Dragons head and Dragons 
tail, butthat perhaps (their natureshaving not been before difcuffed, fo much as 
have the Planets) they might remain obfcure, andthe knowledge of the young Stu- 
dents therein defective ; wherefore I (hall yet fpend one quarter of a fheet more for 
their further inftrn@tion in this, matter.

CHAP. VII. 
Of Fersility and. Sterility. 


QD Eafon and Experience teacheth us, that commonly after war 
\7 comes afcarcity; and after peace, plenty; and therefore 
thefe being their fucceffors (as I may fay) or events, I 
have thought good in this Chapter to fpeak thereof. 
Wherefore in this matter have regard to the Afcendents 
of the Conjunéttion and prevention of the Luminaries to the 
Revolution and their places; and if the place of the Conjun- 
i S Elion or prevention apply to the place of Pupser, and Fupi- 
ter have dominion inthat place, or if he affift the Lord of the Afcendent, andthe 
Lord. of the fourth houfe at that time free from misfortune, and the application of. 
the Afcendent of that law or the change of Triplicities, applying to the place oF 
Fupiter or Venus by Conjunttion or Afpect , there fhall be plenty that year of fuch 
things as the earth doth produce; efpecially if the Lord of the fecond houfe affift 
or apply unto the Lord of the Afcendent by a good and friendly Afpec ; and this 
fhall be the more. affuredly confirmed; if Part of Fortune have power and dignity 
there in that place, becaufe thofe fignifie plenty upon plenty, te : 
But if thou wouldft:know when the year islikely to be fcarce and unfruitful, fee 
if Saturnbe ruler.or difpofer of the place of the Conjunttion or Oppefition by Effeti= 
tial dignity or Afpectjor whether he be Lord ofthe Afcendent or Almuten theréof, 
or affititby any malevolent Afpe&, orbe in any Angle, and the Lord of the 
fourth afflicted of the Infortunes, efpecially of Saturn; for if fo, f{carcity is threats 
ned and may affuredly be expected, efpecially if he bein Oppojition of Adercury, OF 
in any ofthe Angles of the figures at the time of the (onjunétion or prevention ; Or 
bein: Square or Oppofition of the Lord of the fecond; Lord of the Afcendent, Part g 
Fortune, or its Difpofitor ; {carciry may alfo be expected when Sstwrn afflicteth 
the ©Mo0n, or the Afoon apply unto him by either Conjunction or Afpect; having 
laft feparated from the Conjunttion or Oppofition of the Sun; In like manner , 
judge penury and want, if either of the Malevolents afflict the year thus, efpecially 
if they be in Square or Oppofition of Adercury, but you muit note that the evil 
threatned by Saturn is worfe then that promifed by A4ers,-as the good promifed 
by 7spiter ismuch better then that fignified by Venus; and judge the quality of © 
the good or evil promifed or threatned by any of thefe, from their proper nature 
and the nature of the fign wherein they are; asif Saturx bein an aiéryor watery 
fign, he denotes floods, inundations and many ftorms, tempefts and deftrudtion by 
high windes ;_ ifina fiery fign, drought, &c. Alfo note, that if AZars inthat Revo- 
Jution inwhich the Lord of that Nation, Kingdom, Law, or Common-wealth is 
exalted, be then inany of his own Houfes, he fhallfignifie much rain; and if he © 
be in any of theHoufes of Satwrz, little or no rainis to be expected, and in other 
Houfes ameanis promifed. |

In this manner of judgement, you areto haye regard to the ingrefs of the Sun 
into Aries, from whence you are to require Judgement, as alfo of the Pofition of the 
Heavens at every {onjunttion and Oppofition of the Luminaries every moneth, and 
from the Comjunttion preceding every Ingrefs, aswell quarterly and half-yearly as 
yearly, for all chings happening in this World in anatural way, are occafioned by 
the Stars, and may be known by the Poficion of the Heavens, Stars and Planets at 
the time of the Conjunttion and Oppofition of the Luminaries if rightly under-, 
ftood, fo that by the Conjunftion, the Generation and beginning of things are 
judged , by the Oppo/ition, the deftrution and decay thereof; for the AZoon being 
neereft of all the Planets to the Globe of the Earth, and the {wifteft, doth immedi- 
ately convey untoit and men thereon the vertue and fignification of alf the other 
Planets, and therefore we fee by reafon of this her great power and influence, all 
things,as well Vegetatives and Minerals as Animals, increafe and decreafe in vigour 
ftrength and growth in fome fenfe according to her motion, and that the corruption 
and generation of all things are appropriate unto her andthe Sa, and therefore 
by their Conjunttion and Oppofition thefe things may perfectly be known unto us if 
we be but fearchersand contemplators of Nature and its Caufes. 

Now if thou wouldft know what fhaJl happen generally touching the price of 
any thing in any year, have regard unto the Pofitionof the Heavens at the Suns 
Ingrefs into «ries if there be but one figure to be erected, but if twolook to 
their Pofitions at his Ingrefsinto Aries and Libra, if four, or for every quarter » 
at his Ingrefs into e4ries , Cancer, Libra,and Capricorn ; and if you would more parti- 
cularly make monethly obfervations thereon, have regard unto the (onjunttion of 
the Luminaries every moneth, and remember that the Afcendent thereof, or the 
‘fign afcending at that inftant for which you defire to erect the figure of the Heavens, 
its Lord and the Planet or Planets therein located are fignificators of the condi- 
tion and ftate of Man and the Ayr, and you may join alfo in fignifcation with 
them the Difpofitor of the Lord of the Afcendent, if the Planets or Planet therein 
located. be peregrine and afflicted, judge mifchief and detriment in thefe according 
to his nature , fignification and ftrength; and.fo judge the contrary if he be then 
trong and effentially dignified. 

If there be any Planet in an Angle who hath dignity and powerinthe Afcen- 
dent, efpecially Exaltation, he fhall be the Significator of the price of things, or 
any Planet in an Angle Effentially dignified and ftrong; and if the Lord of the 
Afcendent be remote from this Houfe and the Planet inan Angle Peregrine, yet 


. A Tabarim among other of the Antients hath been herein moft large ; what is 


Afcendent isin any ofthe Angles, or in the eleventh or fifth Houfes, he fhall more 
manifeftly thew his fignifications then any other, efpecially if he be Oriental and 
going from underthe Szx-beams: ever take this for a general and true rule,that what | 
ever Planet you finde fortunate in any fign, he fhall fignifie and denotethe dearnefg Note. 
of fuch things as are under the Gentfeation of that Planet , and the fign whereia 
he is; fo alfo onthe contrary, if he be weak and impedited, judge they will be of 
little or no efteem or value, and may be purchafed at a fmall.rate; wherefore it i 
very neceflary you be throughly verfed in the Nature of every Planet and Sign whic 
you are fifficiently taught in thefecond Book; and this rule without any Lian 

Oo words 
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words may fuftice for fufficient infiruction in thefe matters, yet may we apply/it 
thus 

Look if the Lord of your Afcenderit be received or difpofed of by any Planet and 
the receiving or difpefing Planet be ftrong in an Angle, it fignifieth that Corn and 
fuch things as are mott neceffary for the ufe of man fhall be ata high rate. all that 
moneth; And the Difpofitor ofthe Lord ofthe Afcendent in Oppofiticn of the Lu- 
minaries or that of the time promifeth the fame; as alfoif the Lord of the Afcen- 
dent be received or difpofed of, and he together with the receiving and difpofing 
Planet be afcending ; But if the Lord of the Afcendent and the Planet in an Angle 
apply. to any Planet Cadent, flow in motion, or aftlicted, the price fhall fall; fo 
likewifeif the Lord.of the Afcendent, its Receptor or Difpofitor be Cadent, weak 
and afflicted it fignifieth the fame, according to their affliction; if much weakned 
and afflicted, they will be very cheap, if a little afficted their price will fall but not 
altogether fo much &c. And if the Lord ofthe Afcendent, its Difpofitor and’ Re- 
ceptor dothen alfo apply to any Planets weak, cadent and afflicted, this will be the 
more certain. gh ae o | 

See alfo what Planet you finde inthe Afcendent,for he fhall have fignification with 
the Lord of the Afcendent, and fhall according to his ftrength or weaknefs denote 
the cheapnefs or dearnefs of provifions; But ifthe Lord ofthe Afcendent be not re- 
ceived by any Planet, he fhall not have fignification with him, but the Planettherein 
placed fhall be Significator onely: Ifyour Significator, or Lord of the Afcendent, 
(if he have participation with him) and the Luminaries be in the Afcendent,orin an 
other Angle at the time of their monthly Conjunétion, the price of Corn & other ze 
faries for the life of man fhal-continue and remain asit wasin the preceding moneth;

Moreover if the Lord of the Afcendent be weak and afflicted, and its Difpofitor

and have dignity therein, for then he fhall denote grievous penury and want , 
things fhall be fo deer. 

Meffehalah faith, have refpect unto the Lord of the Afeendent and the C¥oon, 
and if the ftrongeft of thém apply to any Planet in the Afcendent or Mid-heaven, 
judge the price of proviftons néceffary for the ufe of manto be high; andifit ap- 
ply to any Planetin the fevench houfe the price fhall be indifferent; but if to a 
Planet in the fourth, received or the Lord of the Afcendent, its Difpofitor, or the 
Moon received by him, it fhallbehigh; but if they or either of them apply toa 
Planet in a cadent houfe not receiving him, provifion fhallbe fo bad it will hardly 
be fold ; but if they do receive him, they fhall be deer. 

Haly faith, have regard to the Lord of the Year, who if he be going to Retro- 
sent or be Defcending in his circle, or be in thelower part of his Epicycle, 

e fignifieth things fhallbe cheap and of a low price that are of the nature of the 
fign wherein he is; fo likewife ifthe (700m be either inthe Revolution of the year, 
quarter or moneth decreafing in light and motion, or applying toa Retrograde or 
weak Planet, fhe fignifieth the fame. | 

-Butas touching the cheapnefs and dearnefs of any thing, have regard to the In- 
srefsof the Sve into Aries, or any other quarter (if it be fo that fo many ‘figures 
are tobe made) and therein diligently confider the ftateand condition of the Planet 
and Sign fignifying that concerning which you would require judgement, and accor~ 
ding to his ftrength and debility judge ; for if ftrong, the things will be deer and ofan 
high price or value ; and if weak, judge the contrary. | 
Some of the Antients have alfo taught that for monethly obfervations in this 
matter we have regard to the Conjunttion of the Luminaries, and Ha/y faith that 
we oughtin every year to have regard whither Saturn or jupiter enter the fign of the 
Kingdom, Nation or Countrey for which you erect your Figure, and from their 
then places, ftrengths and debilities we areto judge ; for thatif the Planets are un- 
fortunate in thefe places, it fignifies things fhall be cheap ; but ifthey be there for- 
tunated and ftrong, judge the contrary. ! 

Moreover you are to take notice that every Planet in his Exaltation or ele- 
vated in his Epicycle whether he have dignity in the Afcendent or .no, figni- 
fieth things fhall be deer that are of the nature of that Planet and the Sign 
wherein he is; and therefore I fay again it is moft requifite you be throughly 
acquainted with the fignifications of the Planets and Signs taught you in the 
fecond Book.

be regarded for the exact judging of the ftate of the weather ; wherefore I thought 

good for thy better Inftruction to infert, this Chapter, which teacheth largely how 

to judge by her applicatién unto any other Planet (after her aforefaid Configurati- 
ons with the Suz) of the mutation or alteration of the ayr. 

Becaufe Sarmvn is the higeft of all the Planets (as you have heard ) and there- 
fore we have fil began with him in allthe progrefs of this our labour , we hall

éicn or Afpe& of the Afoon and Mercury, there fhall be unufual wet weather; fo 
likewife if (whenthe Sus and the Afvon are in (onjunttion) Atercury bealfo inthe 
fame degree with them ina mouift fignand-and manfion and apply to Venus; And if 
you finde thefe Configurations in other manfions and figns, you fhall alfo judge 
wet weather is threatned’, but not fo abundantly: And if Adercury and the 
Moowbe alone in Conjunttion or Afpect, dews and gentle fhowers are moft com- 
monly produced; but if ?zpiter behold them when they are in Conjunttion, or Afer- 
cury atany time, he fhall caufe much rain and windes according to the nature of the 
figns and manfions; and thus much fhall fuffice to be faid of the Afoon her ap- 
plication to the other Planets, having been immediately before in Conjunétion or Op. 
pofition of the Sax; I knowthe Antients have been more large,but I queftion whither 
all theirrules will be agreeable to the nature of the Climate wherein we live ; where- 
fore if what hath been already delivered unto thee, and what is beneath on this par- 
ticular further faid,be not infallible rules forthe judgeing of weather as I faid before, 
being very intricate, efpecially in Iflands, I fhall defire thee lovingly to accept of my 
weak indeavoursand well wifhes tothe propagation of this Divine Science, and 
alfo to ftudy (by a diligent obfervationand trial of thefe rules and others thou fhale 
in thy practife find out) to perfec fome rules which may exactly and ‘infallibly point 
out unto us the true ftate of the weather in any quarter ofthe year, or day in any 
quarter, ) : 
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Teaching by other Rules how to judge of the alteration of the Ayr, and 
to know when Rain is to be expected. 


Ou muft fill remember to ere& your Figure for the exact time for which 
you require judgement, and place the Planets therein being (reduced to the 

4B. time of the day) and fee what Planets are then in Conjunétion or Afped with 
the Sas and oon, efpecially ifthe figure be made at any Lunation, for if it be 7u- 
piter ot Venus and they corporally jomed to the Sux and Adoom, or Pupiter ina Sex- 
tile or Trine of them, and they be then free fromthe Conjunétiox and Afpec of all 
the Malevolents, neither apply unto them after their feparation from fupiter, it is 
anaffured teftimony of fair weather ; but if 7wpiter behold them by a Sguare or 
Oppoftion; and they free alfo from the Malevolent Configurations of the Infortunes 
(as hath been faid) he fhall denote gentle pleafant fhewers. But if any of the Ma- 
Jevolent Planets, efpecially Saturn be in Afpe& with them, or Conjunttion, although 
by Sextile or Trine, or they apply unto him after their Conjunétion  efpecially if by 
Square or Oppofition, rain fhall inevitably follow, for itis the natura] property of 
the Malevolents to difturb and thicken the Ayr with offenfive grofs vapours, as it is 
the difpofition of the fortunes to difperfe them and clear the ayr thereof, refifting 
the quality ofthe Malevolents, 7 | 

Now you muft know, that although Venas be one of the fortunes, yetdoth fhe 
by. reafon of her moift nature difpofe the ayr and weather to moifture, efpecially 
if fhe be in any Configuration with the 5m in. moift figns and manfions, or have 
ary commixture or participation with the malevolents, but yet fhe feldome fends 
noifome or unfeafonable wetweather, unlefs, when fhe participates with the infor- 
tunes ‘fhe be then alfo very weak and afflicted, for then fhe is not able’to Jeffen their 
malicious influence, 

If the Sum bein the South part of heaven and Venus under hisbeams, and the 
Moon be then in Conjunétion with either of them, efpecially with Venus, or apply- 
ing unto: her bysany Afpect, you fhall affuredly judge when that Configura- 
tion is, viz. that ivery day and hour there fhall be rain and fhewers, and if then 
Mercury alfo bein the fame part of Heaven, applying to the (Afoon by Conjunthion 
or Afpedt , itfhall prenote rain, efpeciallyif the Afoon be in Scorpio: fo alfo if 
Mars and.Venus bein Conjunétion, {efpecially allo in Scorpio; and when the Sux is 
in e4quaries and the Adcox applying by Oppofitioz unto him, and Venas be alfo 
placed as aforefaid, you fhall judge rain at that very hour, fo alfo when AZars ap- 
plyes at that time to either the Sun or Venus, and the AZoon in Square or Oppofition 
of the S#z, and when Vexus applyes unto. the Sn ,and Avsercury then alfo in Cone 
jenttion. with her or fhe with him, rain is to he expected at that very inftant ; again, 
if the Sum be in Libra, and Venus in Sagittariz: inthe fame number of degrees , 
and the Afoom applying, efpecially to Venus , that very day and hour you may 
predi& rain; alfo when the Sw is either in Aries or Aquaries and the Afoou in 
Oppofitios. unto him many fhewers follow. in. that. day from the hour of their 
Oppofition ; judge the fame if the AZoon be in Sagitary, yet Leo is a caufe of more 
fhewers a great deal; alfo if the aforefaid Configurations be out of the houfes of 
Mars.andVenas, jadgethe fame, viz. wet-weather, alfo thunder, lightning, rain in 
great drops, and fometimes hail: Again, ifthe Sum be in Aries or Pifces, and 
the Afaonin Libra ot Virgo, or Sagittary, there fhall be fhewers in that hour 
wherein they come to aPartil Oppofition or Square; In like manner if Vesus and 
Mercury in any of the aforefaid places behold the Sum out of Leo, and the Azooy 


apply. 
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apply alfo then unto him, efpecially if fhe bein Leo, it fignifies many flafhes of 
lightning and’ thunder, yet littte or no rain, efpecially if they are in Partil Con- 
junttion or Afpect; alfo if the Sua bein cries, Leo, Libra, Scorpio or Aquaries, 
and the %oou in aright diameter joined unto him by Conjanétion or Afpe&, or to 
Venus by Oppofition from either Aries or Libra, it denotesafter rain many flafhes 
of lightning and thunder: Laitly, if the Sax or the Agoon bein P:fces nowife up- 
held or afpectéd of the fortunes, and AZarsdo then behold them with a Square 
OY Oppofition, it Chews there will follow much rain, thunder and flafhes of light- 
ning. 

Bat you are heretonote that there are fome places of the Zodiack called Places 
of rain, and again others which are not altogether fo effectual; thofe which moft 
conduce andinclineto rain, are (avcer, Leo, Capricorn and Aquaries, for if the 
4Moon be in any of them and corporally joined to Venus, or by any Afpect doth 
participate of her nature, and their beams touch each other within one degree 
either before or after the Partil Conjunétion, or Afpect, efpecially if the Afpect be 
a Square or Oppofition, there fhall follow many fhewers, but you are to take no- 
tice that the firit 15 degrees of Capricorn is lefs effectual , or conduceth leaft to 
rain of any of the other, and the laft fifteen degrees inclines rather to cold, fothat 
you are warily to judge-according to difcretion; thofe places that are lefs'.effe- 
Ctual are the laft term of Aries, and the figns Gemini, Virgo and Libra. 

And here for the manifeftation of the fecret and admirable power and influence 
of the Heavens, Stars and Planets, I may juftly reprehend fuch as deny their influ- 
ences on Sublunaries by thefe ordinary and commen figns of rain; As, 

- The unufual crowing of the Cock, viz. at times unaccuftomed, denotes rain: Alfo 
inordinate fwelling of the Seas, Rivers;and other waters, in calm and moderate wea- 
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ther: The ftraightnefs of doores and windows: The noyfe and trumpeting found of weather, or 
Peacocks: The crying of Fow/es about waters: The crying and whining of Swine : tokens of gain, 


The abfence of Sea and water-fowl fromthe Sea, and frequenting the Land :, And 
Land-fowle frequenting the water: The chirping of Sparrows in a morning, viz, 
about Sun-rifing ora little after: The fudden motion of Beaffs out of one. place in- 
to another, and their making then anoyfe: The frequent licking of their feet and 
hoofs ; and this is very remarkable in the (at; who ftill before rain and tempe- 


ftuous weather, will run up and down the houfe,turning over and over, and playing - 


with her tail,and afcend up by hangings, beds, or fuch like to the roof of the room; and 
this fhe willdo very often together, ‘although each time fhe endangereth her felf by 
defcending : Even as though (and as I indeed conceive it) fhe were by the influence 


_ of the Heavens conftrained to fuch mad freakifh actions: You may alfo obferve 


that thefe creatures make a great ftir at fuch times in licking their feet, and rubbing 
their feet about their vifage and head, whence the vulgar ufually fay at fuch times, 
The Cat wafheth her face, ec. The greedy feeding of Beafts alfo denotes rain: and 
their fnuffing up the ayr with their head held up againftthe wind: The reforting of 
Poultry totheir rooft being covered with daft: Theegreflion of Worms out of the 
Earth: The tumbling and rubbing of Dogs in the duft: The bufie heaving of 
Moules: The quick pratling of the Crow: The high flight of Birds: The clofe 
flying of the Swallow to the’ water, and the flapping of her wings therein: The 
bufie working of the Spider in her web: Alfo the bufinefs-of the Avt with her 


 Egses: The foundof Bels whenthey are heard further then ufually: The inordi- 


nate fweating Of Stones in dry weather: The hankering of Bees about home in fair 
weather: The exceflive pain of Corns and old fores and wounds in men and women 
which are either very great, or hot wellcured: The bufinefs of Fow/s in pruning 
themfelves, efpecially if icbe in winter. And here I would have the Reader to 
take notice, that unlefs they be feento fqueefethe {mall Puftule (asit were) that 
sroweth on their rump, and then anoint their feathers by flightly ftroaking their 
bils thereon, it isno certain fignof rain, for in their time of moultring they will 
prune and peck their feathers allday tong; but in this Puftule (as I may call ic for 
the refemblance it hath therewith) there is acertain un@ious matter or oy fub- 

ance 
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{tance wherewith they fmooth their feathers and anoint them , «be better to keep 
out the wet, and this thou mayelt eafily perceive to be true by taking a feather and 
pulling it afunder with your fingers gently, and you will {oon fee howthe beards on 
the edges thereof will {tick together. y 

I might here inftance many more fuch like ordinary figns of the mutations of 

the Ayr ; butdince I defire not to be tedious, and to the judicious and fearchers of 

Nature, many fuch like teftimonies willbe frequently offered to their confide- 

rations, I fhall here defift, deriding fuch as fhall deny by their ignorance the ad- 

mirable and powerful vertues of the Heavens, Starsand Celeftial Planets, being 
oe et convinced even by thefe bruit creatures,Fowls, creeping things, andthe very ftones; 
es wherefore fuch muft needs be concluded worfe,or at beft no better then Stocks,Dolts 

or Affes,

_ Sothat if Saturn be in any of the Angles from the Afcendent or in any of the 
Angles fromthe Lord of the Afcendent, ftrong and effentially dignified, efpecially 
in the mid Heaven, he fignifies a various and divers temper of Ayr, thick and dark 
clowds; andin hot weather he leffeneth the heat, and in winter or cold weather 
the cold is by him augmented and increafed ; but if he be not in an Angle, the 
times fhall be more {table and natural; alfo if Saturn be in any ofthe Angles from 
the Lord of the Afcendent, he fhall not work fo forcibly his effets as when he isin 
any. Angle from the Afcendent it felf. 

And if Adars be located as you have heard of Saturn, efpecially in the mid- 
Heavens, the.heat in Summer fhall be increafed and augmented, and the’cold in - 
Winter diminifhed and abated, andthe Spring and Autumn alfo fhall incline rather ~ 
to heat then cold. 

If Pupiter, Venus or the A400n be fo placed, they caufe a temperate, good and 
wholefome ayr., and caufe every thing to grow, increafe and frudtifie well and 
Kindely that is fown or planted in the Earth. 

Again, If Adercury be found as aforefaid, viz. in the mid-Heaven in the figure 
of the Preyentional Conjunction or Oppofition, in an aieryiign and any of the In- 
fortunes in any of his Angles, it denotes much change of Ayr, great and high 
winds and very hurtful ; in like manner judge the contrary if you find any of the For- 
tunes inany of his Angles, or he in any Angle from them, for this fignifies the fame 
as if they were in Conjunction. | Se 

Wherefore if any Planet be in an Angle or fuccedent Honfe from the Afcendent of 
the Preventional Conjunction, make him your Significator, & then fee what commix- 
ture he hath with Saturn and Cars or either of them ; forif he be in a Sgmare of 
‘Mars or Oppofition,or (, onjanttion,and Mars be ina Sery fign, heat in Summer fhall 
be 
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be augmented,andin Winter cold abated ; alfo ifthe commixture with him be by a

Alfo if its commixture be with Saturn by.Conjanttion, Square or Oppofition,.and 
Saturn be in cold, watry or earthy figns, the cold if Winter fhall be increafed and 
the heat in Summer diminifhed; alfo if it .be’ by Sextile or 7 rine, and Saturn be in 
any of the aforefaid Signs , he fhall alfo fignifie the fame, but not fo powerfully;

Be f oév~« ful ayrto the Earth, and feeds thereof, and the corn and fruits fhall be fcorched and 
burnt up; alfo if he beina watry figninthe fourth, he denotes a diminution and 

{carcity of watersand detriment to Fifhes and fuch as Navigate; but if the For- 

tunesbe in Configuration with him, damage and mifchtef by Thunder fhall be lef- 

fened ; but if they do no wife behold him, that year there will be mifchiefby Thunder 

and Lightning. : 

Moreover if Satsrn be there, in the ftead of AZars, and in the tenth Houfe in an 
aiery fign, and in any Afpect of AZercxry, and no wife affifted by the Fortunes, it fig- 
nifiech detrimentin the ayr, and much hurtful rain, and that for fome continuance ; 
but if he be in the Fat Houfe, as hath been faid in an earthy fign , and in any 
Configuration with A4ercur;, and no wefe beheld by the Fortunes, there fhall happen 
Earth-quakes, and there fhall be much black water upon the Earth and the like; but 
if he be in a watry fign inthe fourth pofited as aforefaid, and notat all helped by 
the Fortunes, there fhallbe a f{carcity- of waters, and all things abiding therein, 
whither living creatures or other things, fhall fuffer detriment; alfoif he be in an 
earthy fign placed in the fame manner, he fignifies damage to the Earth, and 
the things thereon and growing outof it: But if Adercury do not behold him by 
any Configuration, neither be joined bodily to him, the aforefaid Significations 
fhall not be fo grievous, but more tolerable ; andif he be beheld of the Fortunes, 
the mifchief will be yet lefs and lefs; andif bya Sextile or Trine, and they ftrong 
effentially, it will be totally taken away. 

Note. + Notethat every Planet hathits own peculiar property; for thefuperiour are as’

and he being ina cold fign, there willbe rain and {now and, much cold with an ob- 
fcure and dark ayr. 

And thus much fhall fuffice to be faid touching the judgement of the weather 
and alteration of the ayr by the Pofitions and Configurations of the Planets and 
Stars the fecondary caufes of all fubliinary accidents ; if chefe rules in every par- 
ticular hold not, endeavour thou the more to finde out the truth, and Jet my 
failings be rather an incouragement to thee to fearch further into the fecrets of

The elemert red inthe morning , fhews winde and rain to 
enfue that day; the fame in the Evening declares the contrary; for the day follow- 
ing is for the moft part then fair ; and in this manner of Prognoftication we finde the

Alfo if the (%oon in the third day after the change; and the third day before the 
fall, orin themidft of the quarter be found of a ‘red colour, »caufeth windes; pale 
and inclining to blacknefs anda muddy obfcurity, brings rain; but being bright 
and clear the end dire upright and free from circles promifeth fair weather. 

Look alfo to the the time when a Rain-bow appears, and by it judge of weather 
thus;; if it appear in fair weather, judge fowl will follow; if in fowl, fair will 
follow, this is the opinion of fome , and .it ftands with very much reafon to be 
true, if we look to the firft Ordination thereof in the 90f Gen. again if it ap- 
pear in the morning rain and moifture is thereby portended ; if in the evening, 
fair weather. ; 

From Comets if we require judgment touching thefe matters,we are to know that 
they never appear but heb bring as well great and terrible alteration in the ayr 
as onthe earth; but of this we fhall have more occafion to treat anon in the 
next Section; wherefore here only note that they caufe dry weather#nd ayr, 
sreat and high windes, efpecially if they appear obfcure and cloudy. And their 
power and efficacy judge by their greatnefs, fmalnefs, length and fhortnefs ; 
they caufe alfo ficknefs by corruption of ayr if they appearin Aiery or Earthy

Eclipfe opperate from the firft appearance thereof, though not fo apparently ; as 
a child from its very firft Conception is in Beeing, yet cannot properly be termed 
ought other then fome living creature tillit be produced to light. 
And therefore I conceive the Antients without any refpect at alltothe former, 
have {till given Rules for judging of the latter, or the time when their Effects willbe

But let us declare. the works and properties of each Planet and their natures ; but 
that our relation thereof may be the more effectual, you are to take notice that 
when I nominate or declare the nature generally of the five Planets, you are to 
‘underftand their.temper, power and force, whether that Planet doth of himfelf in 
his own nature predominate orno, or whether any other Star which isnot errant, 
or other place of the Zodiack of the fame nature and temper or influence of that 
Star ; wherefore if pofliblewe are to know the nature and quality of every fixed 
Star worthy the noting for the making a right commixtion when they are joined in 
Configuration with the Erraxt Stars or Planets, becaufe this is as confiderable as 
their ee one with another, according to their familiarity before men- 
tioned. 


So that if Saturn be only chief Lord or Ruler, he fhallbe generally the occa- o¢,

an augmentation ;. andthus much.of the innate fignifications of the Planets. hi 
Now when according to rhe variety of the ‘Afpects' and Signs they ‘are mingled 
by being mutually beheld of each other and their Pofition in refpeé& of the Swz , 
they, thereby vary their effeds or actions according to the variety of fignifications 
and judgements arifing fromtheir feveral Comjunttions and Configurations, ©: 
Wherefore fince tt is impoffibleto relate exactly unto thee all their‘ Configurations 
and their. commixtures, or at leaft forthatit would be fo intricate a thing, we fhall 
refer it to the ftudy and confideration of the Student; for as I have faid before , 
unlelg 
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unlefs thy Genius leadeth thee to the exact knowledge thereof, the reading of all the 
Books in the W orld will no wife avail thee. 

But we ought diligently to. obferve the nature of thofe Stars by which the e- 

vents are fignified, and their affinity with thofe Regions where the effects are 
to be manifefted: thus. 
_ If they be fortunes and haverelation to the evil places where the events fhall 
happen, and no wife contradicted: by other Stars, they more effectually perform 
what events were afore promifed; but if they have no relation to thofe places, 
or if they be gainfayed by malevolent Stars, their good influence is by fo much 
leffened, and fothou mayeft judge on the contrary. And thus much of Eclipfes 
according to Prolomy. 

Some lines towards the Jatter end of the eighth chapter of his aforefaid fe- 
cond Booke I have willingly omitted, for that I do not in every word agree 
with him, and therfore herein I fhall defire to be excufed, as alfo if I have in 
any other places varied fomewhat from him; I know. no reafon why any man 
that ftandeth on his fhoulders may not fee farther thenhe ; truly I muft really 
confefs he hath merited much honour from his fucceffors, wherefore I fhall efteem

and fuch asconverfe in the Sea; or Sea-affairs ; in Aries, Leo or Sagsttary, 1 need 
fay nd more then this, thasit is fufficiently declared in the handling the feveral De- 
canates of thefe Signs ; wherefore it will not be amifs if we alfo go through every 
fign of the whole Zodiack, beginning at Aries, that fo thou mayeft not beto feek 
upon any Eclipfe of the Luminaries, and firft then of the Sux. 4 

When the ax is Eclipfed in any of the firfttendegrees of «ries ( which you 
have heardisthe firft Decanate or Face thereof) it portendsthe fuddenand fre- 
quent motion of Armies, continual expeditions, affaults and batteries with many 
tumults, feditions and controverfies, and an inclination of the ayr to intempe- 
rateheatand drought. . 

In the following Decanat or Face, (viz. from the tenth to the twentieth de-

fome more copious then others, but none fo effectual as I could with for 

thy inftruction, fince by the Comjunétion of the Planets.all the accidents 
and mutations ofthis Elementary World are known, efpecially by the Comuzéion 
of the Superiours; how ever fuch as they are I fhall here deliver unto thee with my 
beft affiftance ; time and opportunity may happily produce more hereafter; in the In- 
terim underftand thus much, : 

Thatthere are feven forts of Conjunétions confiderable. 

The firftand greateft of all the reft, isthe Conjunttien of the two fuperiour Pla- 
nets Saturn and jupiter in the firft term or degree of e4ries, which happens but 
once in nine hundred and threefcore yearr. . | 

The fecond isthe (onjanttion of Saturn and Pupiter in the firft term or degree of 
every triplicity, and this is accomplifhed oncein two hundred and forty years, yet 
once in twenty years, they come in Conjunétion in one partor other of the Zoediack. 

The third is the (oxjunétion of Saturn and Wars in the firft term or degrée of 
Cancer, and thisis once in thirty years. 

The fourth is the Conjunétion of thethree fuperiours, Saturn; Jupiter and ALars 
in one term or face of any fign. | 

The fifth is the (onjanttion of Jupiter and Mars, which is a mean and the leatt 
Conjunétion of the fuperiours, and therefore is not the fore-runner’ of fach. great 
mifchiefs as the other, as you fhall by and by underftand. 

The fixth is the Conjunction of the Sun with any of the reft of the Planets at the 
time of his entranceinto the firft point of e4ries. | 

The feventh and laftis the Conjunttion of the Sun and AZoox,, which happeneth ° 
once every moneth. 

Of which we are nowin ordertotreat; but firft you muft know thatthe time for Confiderati- 
the’ erecting of your figure is. when the Planets are in Partil Conjuntion, viz. in;? ipa 
the very fame figne, degree and minute of the Zodiack, You may fee whata 7 | ~ 
Partil Afpectis in the 27 Chapter of the fecond Book of this Volume. 

Having then erected the Figure of the Heavens at your punctual time,and placed 
the Planets therein being reduced to the time of the day, have regard unto the for- 
titudes and debilities of the Planets, efpecially thofe in Conjunction, for if they be 
ftrongand fortunate, they prefage good; if weak andimpedited ,the contrary. 

And this good or evill fhall be according to the nature of the Planets in Cox- 
junttion, and the nature of the fignin whichthey are; as if the Sign be aiery and 
the Planets evill; impediment in the Ayr, corruption and much damage thereby 
both to men and the fruits of the Earth is denoted ; and fo judge of the reft of 
the figns ; in like manner judge the contrary if the Planets in Cczjunélion be For- 
cunes and well dignified. 

Again, if the Malevolents be in Conjun#ion in feminine Signs, they denote Pe- 
ftilence and evill infirmities to women ; and the Female fex of things in general chiefly, 
in like manner to the Mafculine fex ifthe Sign be Mafculine; and health, profperity 
and good fuccefs, if they are benevolent Planets.

S mean their Conjunttion in any other fign or place of the Heavens fave that 

in Cancer) a mean (onjunétion, that of Pupiter and Adars, a leffer, and 

that of the Sun with any Planet in his ingrefs into dries, and his Canjunttion with 
the A4o0z every moneth, leaft of all. 

Their reafons will foon appear, if we but warily confider why they term the 
foregoing Conjunéficns greateit or greater, for Saturn and Afars mutt needs do 
more mifchief then fupiter and Mars, Saturn being of a Malevolent nature, and 
higheft of all the Planets, and fo confeyuently floweit, (as to us, yet his mo- 
tion doth equal if notexceed the AZoons, only the largenefs of his fphear caufeth 
that it is not fo apparently obvious to our fenfe ) and 7upiter of a Benevolent 


‘and {weet Influence, and lower, &c. and therefore as touching the reft, your own 


fenfe will give you (having confidered what hath been faid ) that the Inferiour 
are, not of fuch power and efficacy as are the Superiour. 
The Conjunttion of Saturn and Mars (1 mean this mean Conjunétion) denotes war 


and blood.fhed ; ‘butif you would know in what degree this will be executed ,

In the fame manner judge of the reft of the preceding and fubfequent Conjuntti-

ix almoft every Chapter throughout his whole ten Books of bis Eccleliaftical Hifory, and 
in feveral places therein plainly expreffes in the aforenamed words, that He was a man 
worthy of Credit: the Which he cannot he ignorant of (certainly) being a profelfed 
Divine. fudge thou then Reader, Whether és more worthy of credit, Jolephus, that (as 
I have fufficiently foewed) teftifieth Adam, Seth, Enoch, and the reff of the Patriarchs 
were Aftrologers and moft exquifite therein,and Eufebius that was a learned Father of 
the (hurch that teftifieth Jofephus to be a man moft worthy of credit, or learned 
Rufus Rolandus, and wife-Ar. Gataker, who fay they are not , and revile thofe who 
bave maintained the contrary, but not able otherwife to give any reply thereuntd ; but if 
one fay, here is two to two, and {0 imagine we ftand upon equal terms, I muff necas tell 
him he will finde as much difference, asis between men and affes; yet to put the matter 
out of doubt, I fhall give you one more, which is Gerfon , one fufficient to counter- 
vail athoufand {uch Rolands or Gatakers that are oppofite thereunto, Whoin his Pre- 
face to bis:Trilogium Aftrologia Theologizate, teffifieth alfe thar Aftrology was 
firft revealed by God himfelf to Adam. Day farther Jofephus doth not only te(tifi- 
eth that this Science Was ftudied by thefe Patriarchs, and that alfo God fir/? revealed 
it xntoonr firft Father Adam, but that Seth was fo well skilled therein, that he fore- 
knew thereby that the World shouldbe deftroyed by the flood, and therefore ingraved it 


(with other Arts and Sciences) on two Pillars, the one of tone and the other of brik, and 
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that he faw that of ftoné toremain in Syria in his dayes ; Moreover he farther teftifierh 
* that Abraham being exquifite therein, and having learned it in Chaldea, the place of 
his birth, when he Went into Egypt was the firft that taught them Aftrology and Arith- 
metick, the which teftimonies ( efpecially carrying fuch firength of probability with 
them) I canuot beleeve ever Were or ever Will be queftiened by the judicious and the 
more rational fort of men. 

And as touching Mr.Gataker bys rafb and inconfiderate a{perfion in reckoning me with 


the Impoftors and fugling knaves which abufe thu Noble Science, by their. illegal pra- - 


Etifes,(the which [ have in thet firft Epiftle,and * firft Book, fufficiently declared againft) 
in terming me || a bitd of the fame feather ; J might juftly tell him het uno better then a 
Thom-as Wifaker, thus rafbly to conclude What he w ignorant off but that I fear I foould 
be guilty of the like ablurd language With bim, and be too plain With the old man, whom 
I muft confels hath by thishu rafh and inconfiderate affirmation, moft extreamly over-fhot 
himfelf ; and were he not a Divine,I fhould fay he were doting or mad, thus highly to dare 
to affrent one who he uw altogether a ftrduger to; and thulet metell youcMr. Ga- 
taker, and excufe your felf when and as well as you can, That it 1 neither the part of a 
Scholar, a Rational man, a Divine, a Presbyterian, or a Chriftian,. to aflame liberty to 
afper(e, vilifie and wrong fully accufe your brother upon the bare hearfay of another, e/pt- 
cially one of fo meancredit as us the pretended Author of the Reply to my Book in an{Wer 
to Dottor’ Homes, ( for I fcorn to name him ) who hath been of [uch variety of 
Profeffions, and well known to be atime-ferving felow, Ergo’ not Worthy the noting ; 
for deny it if you can that it was not that pretended Reply that lead you thus to affume 
the boldne/s asto term me fo confidently a bird ofthe fame feather with Impoftors ; for 
as I have before declared inthe * firft Book, J never prattifed or ftudyedit otherwife then 
for the fatufattion of my minde, and for my own pleafure, and therefore good Mr. Ga- 
taker take notice, that Ifcorn to be guilty of any [uch mercenary prattsfes ; as much as 
you corn to be termed or accounted [chi(matical or }e{uitical s and that I amas free and 
innocent from thofe abufesof the Art, as you are guilty of abufing me by this Wrong 
accufation, being blinded With errour, and deluded by the afperfions and lying abufes of 
that unworthy * fellow, and fo in danger to fbipWwrack your difcretion and judgement 
on the rock of Tradition, which if guided by Reafon would have been fafe, which 
I would have all mengf{udy to obtain, and then 1 queftion not but that they will foon 
finde, that I abhor longer to live then.I fhould degenerate from my felf. : 
Wherfore with this argument I (hall conclude’; Who fo imputeth folly or madnefs to Any 
man for his tenets, Which he cannot refutethat doth gainfay them, doth thereby abundant- 
Ly prove him/elf to be a malignant cavilling fool, and hus arguings frivolous. But Thom- 
as Gataker iempates folly to William Ramefey for the allegation afore/ad with-bis bro- 


«ther Rufus, yet can not refute What they gainfay, Ergo——— | 
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
